W HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Preamble. 
Laws relating to County Prisons in Ireland : Be it there- 
fore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spuitual and 
5 Temporal, and the Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows ; 



I. This Act may be cited for all Pui-poses as “The County Prisons Short Title. 
Consolidation Act (Ireland), 1859*” 

II. This Act shall commence and take effect from the First Day

TI. And with regard to the Office of Inspector General of County 
Prisons, the following Regulations shall he observed : 5 

1. The Lord Lieutenant shall from Time to Time appoint Two 
fit and proper Persons to be Inspectors General of County Prisons in 
Ireland, removable at the Will and Pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant ;

Inspectors General of Prisons, and on the Resignation of such 20 
Officer, to appoint for such Officer a Superamiuatiou Allowance,

Clothing, Utensils, and other Requisites as shall be necessary for 
maintaining the same in a thorough State of Efficiency, and that for 
10 that Purpose the same may be reWlt, altered, enlarged, or repaired, 
and supplied with Water, lighted, warmed, and ventilated, artificially 
or otherwise ; provided that the Expense of rebuilding, altering, 
enlarging, or repairing any Prison or Bridewell by and under the 
Directions of the Board shall not exceed the Sum of One thousand 
15 Pounds; and the Expenses incident upon the carrying out of the 
Purposes aforesaid shall be deemed necessary Expenses of the 
Prison or Bridewell. 

1.3. Previous to each Spring Assizes they shall forward to the SbaElayan

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he shall have no Moneys so availahle, it shall he lawful for the 
Board to present an Account of the Moneys so rc(iuired to the 
Collector of Inland Revenue of the District in which such Prison 
or Bridewell shall be situate, which Account shall be verified by a 
Member of the Board, and may be in such Form as the Lord 
Lieutenant shall direct ; and thcraipon such Collector shall pay 
the Amount to the Board out of any Puhlic Moneys in his Hands, 
and the Grand Jury of the County shall make Presentment to the 
said Treasurer or the Collector for the Amount so paid at the 
next succeeding Assizes j and in the event of any such Accident 
happening it shall be the Duty of the Board, as soon afterwards 
as conveniently may be, to forward a Report thereof to One of 
the luspectors General of Prisons. 

17. All Prison Requisites shall be supplied under Contracts to 
be entered into between the Board of Superintendence and the 
Persons supplying the same ; and every such Contract shall be in 
Writing, signed by a Member of the Board and the Contractor, 
and a '’Minute thereof shall be entered by the Board m their 
Minute Book : No such Contract shall be valid unless the Con- 
tractor shall have given Security for the due carrying out thereof 
in such an Amount as to the Board shall seem fit, such Security

18. If it shall he expedient to purchase any Prison Requisites 

for any Prison or Bridewell without the Execution of such a formal 
Contract as in the last Clause mentioned, it shall be lawful for the 
Board of Superintendence at any Meeting to direct any Officer o 
such Prison or Bridewell to purchase such Requisites for ready 
Money, and in such Case the Board shall place the necessary 
Moneys required for such Purchases in the Hands of such Officer, 
provided that the Sum so directed to be paid at any One Meeting

19. In case of any Action or Suit at Law or iu Equity instituted 
in respect of any such Contract made under the Provisions of Clause

Food of a simple and wholesome Nature, subject to such Restrictions 
and Regulations as to the Nature, Quantity, and Quality of such 
Food as the Board of Superintendence may deem proper ; Provided 
nevertheless, that such Prisoner shall not he allowed to procure, 
have, or use any Wine or Spirituous Liquors, except the same shall 5 
be ordered by the Medical Officer of the Prison. 

6. In all Cases where any Person shall he confined in any Prison 
at tire Suit of any Creditor for any Debt less than Ten Founds, it 
shall be lawful for the Court under Process from which such 
Debtor shall be detained, on the Application of such Debtor, in case 10 
such Court shall think right under the Circumstances of the Case 
so to do, to order the Creditor to pay to such Debtor such Sum not

6. In Prisons not adapted for the separate Confinement of all the 
Prisoners therein, Ih'isoners shall have free Access to the Privy in 
their respective Parts of the Prison at all reasonable Hours ; and 
shall also be admitted at proper Times, in succession, to air themselves 30 
in the Yard or Yards, for at least Two Hours in every Day, except 
Pris<-mcrs under Sentence of Death, and such Persoirs as shall be 
riotous or disorderly, or where tlicrc may be sufficient Cause to 
apprehend that an Escape may be apprehended. 

7. No Tap shall be kept in any Prison, nor shall Spirituous 35 
Liquors of any Kind bo admitted lor the Use of any of the Prisoners 
therein under any Pretence whatever, unless by a written Order of 
the Medical Officer, specifying the Quantity, and for what Prisoners 
Use the same shall be required ; nor shall any fermented Liquors 
be admitted for the Use of any Prisoners, except in such Quantities 40 
in such Manner, and at such Times as shall be allowed by the 
Rules to be made in pui'suance of this Act. 

8. Female Prisoners shall in all Cases be attended by Female 
Officers.

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9. The AValls and Ceilings of the Wards, Cells, Rooms, and 
Passages used by the Prisoners throughout every Prison shall 
be scraped and lime-washed at least twice in the Year; and the 
Day Piooms, Passages, and Sleeping- Cells shall be washed or 
cleansed once a Week, or oftener, if requisite ; the Straw shall be 
changed once in every Two Months; convenient Places for the 
Prisoners to w’ash themselves shall be provided, with an adequate 
Allowance of Soap, Tow'els, and Combs ; a Fire shall be lighted in 
the Day Rooms, for Ten Hours iu the Day, from the First Day of 
October to the First Day of April in every Year, and at such other 
Ti nes as the Board of Supei-intendeucc of the Prison shall deem 
net cssary. 

10. No Prisoner, even when condemned to Death, shall bo put 
into a Dungeon or Room under Ground. 

11. No smoking, gambling, swearing, indecent Language, or 
unreasonable Noise shall be allowed in any Prison. 

12. No Horses, Dogs, Cows, Hogs, Pigs, Cattle, or Poultry of 
any Kind shall be kept within the Boundary Walls of any Prison. 

13. No Prisoner shall be discharged from Prison if labouring 
under any acute or dangerous Distemper, nor until, in the Opinion 
of the Medical Officer, such Discharge is safe, unless such Prisoner 
shall require to be Discharged: The Wearing Apparel of every 
Prisoner shall be fumigated and purified if required, after which the 
same shall be returned to him or her, or other sufficient Clothing 
shall be furnished according to the Rules of the Prison. 

14. Upon the Death of any Prisoner, Notice thereof shall be 
forthwith given by the Governor to some Member of the Board of 
Superintendence, being a Justice of the Peace, or if this be im- 
practicable, to some other Justice of the Peace of the County to 
which the Prison belongs, as also to the Coroner of the District, 
and to the ueai-est Relative of the Deceased when practicable; 
and in case the Coroner shall hold an Inquest on the Body of any 
Prisoner, none of the Prisoners nor Officers of the Prison shall be a 
Juror on such Inquest. 

15. No Fee or Gratuity xvhatever shall be paid or payable by

m default of paying the said Sum the Offender shall he liable to

4. He shall, in accordance with a Form to be furnished to him 
by the Inspectors General of Prisons, prepare an annual Return of 
all the Prisoners brought to Trial within the Year preceding such 
Return in or for the County to which he belongs at any Assizes, 
or Special or General Commission of Oyer and Terminer, or 
General Gaol Delivery, or at Quarter Sessions ; and he shall in

1. The Medical Officer shall be a duly qualified Surgeon or 
Physician of One of the Royal Colleges of Surgeons or Physicians ; 

2 Nothing herein contained shall affiect the Provisions of the Act 
parsed in the Fifty-fourth Year of Plis Majesty King George 
the Third, Chapter 62, and of the Act passed in the Third

3. Every Medical Officer shall discharge all the Duties attached 
to his Office by this Act or by virtue of any competent Authority 
from Time to Time in force, and shall make all Entries, Returns, 
and Reports by any such competent Authority required of him; ho 
shall visit every Prison of which he shall be the Medical Officer 
twioe, at least, in every Week, and oftener if necessary, and shall 
see every sick Person confined therein, whether Criminal or Debtor, 
and shall examine the Condition of the Hospital, and the State of 
the Health of the Prisoners under his Care; and he shall also 
examine every Prisoner who shall be brought into the Prison betbie 
such Prisoners shall be passed into the proper Ward ; and on every

which the Prison of wliicli he is Governor belongs, and any such 
Justice is hereby empowered to take the same ; and such Recog- 
nizance shall he conditioned for the Discharge of Duties, and the 
Indemnification in the last Clause mentioned, and shall be trans- 
mitted by the Justice to the Clerk of the Peace of such County, 25 
aud by liim retained. 

4. Provided that the P)oard of Superintendence may, if they 
think fit, accept as a »Security for the Purposes aforesaid the 
Guarantee of any good and solvent Guaranty Society of the United

Recognizance, partially or altogether. 

5. Any Monies recovered by virtue of any of the said Securities 
may be paid over to such Persons as have been damnified by the 
Act or Default of the Governor, or Breach of the Conditions 
thereof, in respect of which such Monies shall have been re- 35 
coverable. 

6. In the event of the Death, Bankruptcy, Insolvency, or 
Failure of any of the Sureties in any such Recognizance, or in 
case any such Surety shall peiinanently reside out of the Juris- 
diction of the Court of Chancery and the Superior Courts of 40 
Common Law in Ireland, or in case of the Failure or Dissolution 

of any such Guaranty Association accepted as a Security for any 
such Governor as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the Board of 
Superintendence, on the Applicatiomof the Sheriff, or otherwise, at 

their 
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their Discretion, to order that such Goreraor shall give such 
additional Security in either of the Ways hefore mentioned, and 
in lieu of the Security so failing, as to the Board shall seem fit, and 
thereupon such Governor shall, within One Month from the 
5 Receipt of such Order, or at such other Time as the Board shall 
thereby direct, perfect such new Security accordingly ; and any 
Governor who shall fail to comply with any Order lawfully made 
calling upon him to give any such Security, whether oiiginal or 
additional, as he shall be legally liable to give under the Pro- 
10 visions of this Act, shall thereupon cease to hold his Office. 

7. Every Governor shall discharge all the Duties attached to 
his Office by this Act, or by any competent Authority from Time 
to Time in force, and shall make all Reports, Returns, Entries, and 
Schedules hereby or by any such competent Authority required of 

15 him ; he shall permanently reside in, and shall exercise a vigilant 
Superintendence at all Times over any Prison of which he shall he 
Governor ; he shall be furnished with a Copy of this Act and of 
all Byelaws and Regulations in force in relation to such Prison ; 
and shall always take care that all the Regidations and Discipline 
20 in force with respect to such Prison from Time to Time shall be 
rigidly and minutely observed; he shall exercise a due Control 
over all the Turnkeys and resident Officers of such Prison, restrict- 
ing them entirely to the Performance of their public Duties, and 
not permitting any of them to be employed in any menial or private

or for any Prisoner ; and in all Cases of Misconduct or Neglect of 
Duty on their Part shall at once communicate with the Board of 
Superintendence in relation thereto ; and he shall take all Precau- 
tions at all Times for the safe Keeping of all the Prisoners in his 
30 Charge. 

8. He shall not be absent from the Prison for a Night without

10. He shall keep a Book, to be called “the Punishment Book, 10

such Board, One of whom shall be a Justice of the Peace ana tha-em 
specifying the Cause of such further Use of Irons, and the Time 
during which the same may continue ; and such Oidci shal 
preserved by the Governor as his Warrant for such totl'ei Uses.

14. He shall be responsible for the Execution of every Sentence 

of Hard Labour within the Prison, and shall^ ! 45 

Day of every Assizes, make out a true Return in Anting, and 
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signed hj him, in the T’orm in the Schedule (C.) to this Act juinexed, and Report 
or in such other Form as may be approved by the Lord Lieutenant " 
of rdl Persons in his Custody who have been sentenced to any „ I'og' 
Description of Hard Labour at any previous Assizes, specifying 
the Manner in wliich such Sentences have been carried ont, the 
particular Species of Labour in which such Prisoners have been 
employed, and the average Number of Hours in the Day for which 
Prisoners have been kept to Work ; and such Return shall be also 
sio-ned by the local Inspector, or by One Member at least of the 
Board of Superintendence, who shall add thereto such Observations 
as the Case and Circumstances may appear to him to require ; and 
such Return shall he delivered to the Judge of Assize and Gaol 
Delivery, and shall be kept and filed by the proper Officer amongst 
the Records of the Court. 



15. He shall have full Power and Authority and he is hereby To keep 
required to keep every poor Prisoner and every convicted Prisoner 
under his Charge to Work of such Kind as the Board of Superin- Wink,

16. The Governor shall not employ any Prisoner as a domestic 
Servant, or in any Trade, Occupation, or Employment whatsoever, ph. 
save such as may be ordered by the Board of Superintendence for 
the general Advantage of the Pnson ; nor shall he permit any 
Prisoner to be so employed; nor, shall the Governor nor any 
Person in trust for him, nor any Officer of the Prison, have any 
private Advantage or Benefit from the Sale or letting of any 
Article to or by dealing with any Prisoner ; he shall not let for 
tlire or Emolument to any Person any Room or Portion of any 
Prison, whether the Portion allotted to him for his own Residence 
or otherwise; he shall, as far as possible, take cave that no Officer 
of the Prison shall receive any Money, Fee, or Gratuity for the 
Admission of any Visitors to the Prison or to the Prisoners, nor 
shall he have directly or indirectly any Interest in any Contract or 
Agreement for the ^Supply of the Prison or the Management or 
repairing of the same. 

17. If the Governor shall at any Time deem it inexpedient to May confine 
allow any l^risouer under his Charge to associate with the other 
Prisoners of his or her Class, it shall he lawful for him to confine ctass uncier 
such Prisoner wnth any other Class, or in any other Part of the 
Prison, until he shall receive the Direction of the Board of Super- ig&aoYict. 
intendence in relation to such Prisoner; and in every such Case c.GH.n.14. 
he shall apply, with as little Delay as possible, to such Board for 
such Direction as aforesaid, and, the Board shall in each such 

ri7.1 £ Instance 
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Instance determine whether there are Grounds for such Deviation 
from the established Rules, and shall give such Order as in the 
particular Case they shall think proper in reference to the future 
Custody of the Prisoner. 

XX. And with respect to the Office of Deputy Governor in County 5 
Prisons the following Regulations shall be observed : 

The Deputy Governor shall be one of the ordinary resident Officers 
of the Prison, and except when actually discharging the Duties 
of Deputy Governor he shall he deemed to hold his ordinary Office 
as such resident Officer only ; he shall from Time to Time act as 
Deputy Governor whenever called upon by the Board of Super- 10 
hitendence so to do, aud whilst so acting shall have the same 
Powers and Duties in all respects as the Governor in relation to 
the Prison in which he shall be so appointed; and it shall he lawful 
for the Board of Superintendence to appoint a reasonable Sum in 
addition to his Salary as such ordinary resident Officer by way of 15 
Remuneration for the Services which he shall have actually per- 
formed as such Deputy Governor ; and such Sum shall be deemed 
to be Part of the necessary Expenses of such Prison ; provided that 
nothing lierein contained shall diminish the Right of the Board of 
Superintendence, if they shall so think fit, to appoint a proper 20 
Person Substitute for the Governor, other than such Deputy Go- 
vernor, under the Provisions of the Ninth Section of this Act, 
Clause Nine. 

XXL The Board of Superintendence may, if they so thiuL fit, 25 
appoint, in connexion with any County Prison under their Control, an 
Apothecary, whose Duty it shall be to execute the Orders of the 
Medical Officer; and such Apothecary shall, if required, provide all 
Medicines and other Articles necessary for the Sick, and shall keep an 
Account, stating particularly the different Articles supplied ; and it 
shall he lawful for the Board of Superintendence to appoint a reason- 30 
able Sum to be paid to such Apothecary for the Medicines so fur- 
nished, at a Price not exceeding the Kates authorised hy the Governor 
and Directors of the Apothecaries Hall in Dublin ; and they may also 
present a reasonable Sum to such Apothecary for his Attendance and 
Trouble in providing or preparing Medicines for the Sick ; and any 35 
such Sum so appointed by the Board of Superintendence for such 
Apothecary shall be deemed Part of the necessary Expenses ol the 
Prison. 

XXII. And with respect to the Office of Matron the following 40 
Regulations shall be observed: 

1. The Board of Superintendence shall appoint in every County 
Prison under their Control, in which Female Pilsoners are liable to 

be 
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be imprisoned, a sufficient Number of Matrons and Assistant 
Matrons who shall discharge all the Duties attached to their Office 
Iw any competent Authority from Time to Time in force, and 
shall make all Entries, Reports, and Returns by such competent 
5 Authority required of them; and it shall be the Duty of the 
Matrons constantly to superintend the Female Prisoners m such 
Prison ; and they shall from Time to Time report to the Board of 
Superintendence any Matter in relation to such Female Prisoners 
which shall appear to merit special Notice. 

10 2. Every Matron shall keep a Journal in which she shall enter 

all such Matters in the course of her Duty as shall appear to her 
deserving of Observation, and she shall sign the same with her 
Name, and such Journal shall be kept in the Prison, and laid 
before the Board of Superintendence at each Meeting. 

15 XXIII. And with respect to Schoolmasters and Schoolmistresses Schoolmas- 
in County Prisons the following Regulations shall he observed ; ^ SAool- 

The Board of Superintendenee shall appoint in every Prison mistresses, 
under their Control a sufficient Number of duly-qualified Teachers 
to be Schoolmasters and Schoolmistresses for the Purpose of giving asters, &c. 
Instruction to the Prisoners therein in Reading and Writing, or in 
20 any Trade ; and all necessary Books, Materials, and other Requi- 
sites shall be provided by the Board of Superintendence or the 
Purpose of such Instruction, the Expense of which shah be deemed 
Part of necessary Expenses of the Prison; and Instruction shaU be 
given by such Schoolmasters and Schoolmistresses to the Prisoners 
25 of their own respective Sexes during Two Hours at the least in 
each Day ; and in case any such Schoolmaster or Schoolmistress shall 
be an ordinary resident Officer of such Prison, the Board of Super- 
intendence are hereby required to appoint a reasonable Sum lu 
addition to his or her Salary as such ordinary Officer as Remune- 
30 ration for the Services rendered as such Schoolmaster or Schoo - 
mistress ; and all such Salaries and Sums shall be deemed Part ot 
tlie necessary Expenses of the Prison. 

XXIV. And with respect to the Imprisonment and Removal of 
35 Prisoners the following Regulations shall be observed ; 

1 Every Person who in any County shall be liable by aw to 
be imprisoned therein, whether on Arrest, Committal, or Sentence, 
and every Person who under any Enactment heretofore made shall 
he liable to he confined in a County Gaol m Ireland, may lawfully 
40 he confined in any County Prison or Bridewell of such County ; 
and whenever any new Prison or Bridewell, or old Prison oi 
Bridewell, previously under Repair, shall be made ready for Hie 
Reception of the Prisoners of the Coimty to which they resp 
tively belong, and the Commissioners hevein-after mentioned shall 

[17.] E 2 
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have given notice thereof to the Sheriff of such County, it shall 
be lawful for such Sheriff to remove to such Prison or Bridewell 
all such Prisoners belonging to the Counties as may be in his 
Custody, and no such Removal shall constitute an Escape. 

2. No House of Correction shall in future be built as a separate 5 
Place of Confinement in addition to a County Prison ; and all 
Houses of Correction wliich at the Time of the passing of this Act 
shall be built within the same Boundaries as the Grounds of any 
County Prison shall be deemed to be a Part of such County 
Prison, and shall be under the Charge of the same Governor and lo 
Officers ; but any Person who at the passing of this Act shall be 
the Keeper of a House of Correction which shall not become a 
Portion of the County Prison by virtue of this Clause shall 
continue to act as such Keeper with the like Salary as heretofore, 
provided that no Sheriff shall be answerable for the safe Custody 15 
of any Prisoner who shall Ijc confined in any such House of 
Correction and remaining after the passing of this Act. 

3. Whenever any Person shall be lawfully sentenced to Im- 
prisonment in any County in which any House of Correction, 
established under the Provisions of the Pi-isons Act, shall continue 20 
to be such House of Correction after the passing o[“ this Act, such 
Person may lawfully be confined in such House of Correction, 
provided that all Prisoners other than Debtors may also be confined 

in such House of Correction. 

4. All Prisoners .sentenced to Penal Servitude shall, with all 25 
practicable Expedition, be transmitted from the County Prisons to 
the Convict Prisons and Depots to which they shall by Law be 
liable to be removed. 

5. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant from Time to 
Time, by Order in Writing signed by the Chief or Under Secretary, 30 
to direct that any Person being committed to or sentenced to be 
imprisoned in, or any Person being imprisoned in, any Prison, Bride- 
well, or other Place of Confinement in Ireland by virtue of any 
Process, Civil or Criminal, or by virtue of any Order or Writ of 
any Court of Justice in Ireland, shall be removed to such other 35 
Prison, Bridewell, or Place of Confinement, and for such Time 
within the lawful Period of his or her Imprisonment as to the Lord 
Lieutenant shall seem expedient; and every Person so removed 
shall be deemed to be in the proper legal Custody during the Time 

of such Removal, and during such Time as he shall be in the Place 40 
to which he shall be so removed, in like Manner as if such Person 
had been continued in his original Place of Confinement ; and no 
Right, Liability, or Function of any Person whatsoever, which, if

preceding Clause from any Prison or Bridewell subject to the Pro- 
visions of this Act to any other Prison or Bridewell or Place of Expense.! of 
Confinement, not being supported by Presentment off the County 
of such first-mentioned Prison or Brideivell, the Lord Lieutenant of ' ’ 

10 shall, if it appears just to him so to do, direct that the Costs removed 
incident on such Removal and on the Imprisonment of such Prisoner p„j;i ),j. 
in such last-mentioned Prison, Bridewell, or Place of Confinement H>o County 
shall be paid by the Board of Superintendence of such first- ' 

mentioned Prison or Bridewell to the governing Body of such

such Costs shall comprise as well the Costs of Removal of such

30 7. In ease any Prisoner shall be removed under the Provisions Imprison- 

of this Section, made under an Order of the Lord Lieutenant for 
the Purposes of Justice, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, Prisoners, 
if it shall appear just to him so to do, to direct that the Expenses 
of removing such Prisoner, and of again removing such Prisoner to 
35 his or her original Place of Custody, shall be repaid to the Board 
of Superintendence or other Body by whom such Costs shall in 
the first instance be defrayed out of such Moneys as Parliament 
shall appropriate for the Purpose. 

8. The Expenses of any such Removal from any Prison or Expenses 
40 Bridewell subject to the Provisions of this Act, under the Fifth and j" 
the next following Clauses, shall, in the first instance, be paid instance, 
follows : that is to say, by the Governor when the said Expenses 
shall have been incurred by the Governor or any Officer of any 
Prison, and by the local Inspector when the same shall have been V 
45 incurred by any Officer of a Bridewell ; and such Governor and to'pay- 

[17.1 E3 local ment of 
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local Inspector, as the Case may he, shall lay before the Board of 
Superintendence of the County Prison duly vouched Accounts of 
such Expenses, and the Board shall thereupon examine the same, 
and on being satisfied of the Reasonahleness and Accuracy thereof 
shall pay the same out of any Funds under their Control, and the 5 
same shall be considered Part of the necessary Expenses of such 
County Prison. 

9 In case from the Suddenness of any Accident or Emergency 
the immediate Removal of the Prisoners in any Prison or Bride- 
well shall bo necessary, it shall be lawfvrl for any Three Justices of lo 
the Peace of the County to make an Order for the Removal of such 
Prisoners, stating in such Order the Cause of such Removal and 
the Place, being within such County, to which, with the Consent 
of the Sheriff, they shall he removed ; and thereupon it shall be 
lawful to deal with such Prisoners in like Manner as if such Order 15 
had been made by the Lord Lieutenant under the Provisions of the 
last preceding Section. 

XXV And with respect to the Duties of Grand Juries in relation 
to this Act and the making of Presentments for the carrying out 20 
thereof the following Regulations shall be observed ; 

1 The Grand Juries of the several Counties iu Ireland are 
hereby required from Time to Time to inquire into the State of 
the County Prisons and Bridewells in their respective Counties, 
and if they shall find any of them in want of Repairs, or deficient 
in any of the Accommodations or Advantages which the same 25 
ouvht to possess by virtue of the Regulations for the Time being 
lawfuUy ill force iu relation thereto, such Grand Junes respectively 
shall present all such Matters as shall be necessary to remedy any 
such Deficiency, whether by enlarging, altering, or repairing any 
such Prison or Bridewell, or by building a new Prison or Bridewell. 30 
2. All the necessary Expenses incurred in relation to County 
Prisons and Bridewells shall in all Cases he raised by the Grand 
Juries of the Counties to which they respectively belong by way 
of Presentment off the respective Counties at large ; and such Ex- 
peiises shall include, tesidc those herein specially defined to be 35 
such, all the Expenditure necessarily incurred m caiTymg out 
Provisions of this Act, and amongst others all legal Costs of any 
Traverses or Conveyances, or other legal Proceedings or ssurances 
occasioned tliereliy. 

3. All such Expenses, when the Control thereof shall be in the 40 
Hands of the Board of Superintendence, under the Provisions heieoi, 
shall be raised and levied by Grand J ury Presentment in the Mannei 
provided by Section Nine of this Act, Clauses Thirteen and Pour- 
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teen; but whenever, for the Purpose of altering, enlarging, repairing, 
or rebuilding any Prison or Bridewell, or of building a new Prison 
or Bridewell, a Sura exceeding One thousand Pounds shall be 
required, no Presentment shall be made, save upon and after an 
5 Application made and approved of at Presentment Sessions ; and 
if the same shall be approved at such Presentment Sessions, the 
Grand Jury at the next Assizes shall consider and decide on such 
Application ; and in case they shall make Presentment for the same, 
they shall at the same Assizes appoint Commissioners under the next 
10 following Section, and such Presentment shall not require to be again 
laid before Presentment Sessions; and such Grand Jury shall also 
forthwith transmit to the Lord Lieutenant Plans and Specifications 
of the Works proposed to be executed under such Presentment. 

4. If at any Time it shall be necessary to build, alter, or enlarge 
15 auy Prison, or to adapt the same for the separate Confinement of 
Prisoners, and the Moneys necessary for such Purposes shall be 
gi-eater than it may be proper to raise on such County in One 
Half Year, the Grand Jury shall, in the first instance, present the 
w^hole of such Moneys, and by such Presentment direct that the 
20 same shall be raised by any half yearly or Yearly Instalments in 
manner therein specified, and the same shall be so raised accordingly : 
Provided that any subsequent Grand Jury may present that any 
of such Instalments shall be increased to any Sum which shall be 
deemed proper. 

25 5. And as a further Provision for the Purpose last aforesaid, at 

any Time after making such Presentment, and before the Com- 
pletion of such Work, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, 
if he shall think fit, to cause to he advanced out of such Moneys 
as Parliament shall appropriate for the Purpose to the Treasurer of 
30 such County, on the Faith of such Presentment, the whole of the 
Sum so presented, or so much thereof as shall not have been raised 
or received at the Time of such Advance, or any Part or Proportion 
thereof, such Sums to be applied by such Treasurer to the Purposes

same before the Grand Jury of such County, and in case such 
Grand Jury shall object to such proposed Order, such Grand Jury 
may transmit the Particulars of their Objections to theCluefor 
Under Secretary of the I,ord Lieutenant, and may authorize their 15 
Secretary, if they shall so think fit, to appear, by Counsel, before
